When  we  did  the  CSLA  clean  up  last  week  (after  NOT  having  done  a  clean  up  since  October  in  this  area)  I  was  STUNNED  by  the  amount 
of  rodent  feces  (I  am  no  biologist  but  I  am  certain  that's  what  it  was)  that  was  left  behind  on  the  sidewalk.  It  was  VERY  VERY  obvious 
that  there  is  a  massive  infestation  in  the  area.  Bureau  of  Sanitation  did  not  bring  a  power-washer  and  the  area  was  weakly  (not  WEEKLY) 
sprayed  with  a  garden  sprayer  with  some  bleach  solution. 


I  implore  the  decision  makers  to  recognize  this  for  the  public  health  hazard  it  is.  It  is  clearly  now  affecting  the  apartment 
dwellers  in  a  much  more  than  anecdotal  or  inconvenient  way.  We  need  to  conduct  regular  clean-ups  at  our  entrenched  encampments  to  stem 
this  infestation. 


Please  advise  on  the  availability  of  a  CSLA  slot  or  Rapid  Response  Team  that  can  address  Carlos  and  Tamarind  and  the  nearby  Gower 
and  the  101  which  is  equally  unhealthful.

Hi  Dan, 

We  are  again  seeking  your  help  in  containing  the  expanding  encampment  on  Tamarind  Avenue.  It  started  with  one  little  tent  last 
week  and  now  has  grown  to  5  tents  and  some  of  them  directly  across  our  front  gate  and  building.  Yesterday,  our  electricity  box  was 
broken  into  (see  attached  photo)  with  the  occupants  of  the  big  tent  across  our  building  as  the  main  suspects.  I  didn't  have  the  time  to 
sit  and  review  the  camera  for  that  day  which  I  believe  would  not  matter  anyway  if  I  attached  a  snapshot  of  the  person  who  vandalized  it. 
The  point  is,  we  are  under  siege  and  we  are  helpless  and  defenseless  against  the  homeless  population  creeping  into  the  little  space  we 
call  our  front  yard.  As  I  mentioned  in  my  earlier  email,  bad  things  happen  whenever  these  transients  are  camped  out  close  to  our 
building.  And  that  is  just  the  immediate  threat  we  are  facing.  With  the  news  of  typhus  scare  affecting  city  hall  employees,  it  made  us 
realize  that  some  of  the  building  residents  next  to  the  encampment  on  Carlos  Avenue  and  Tamarind  Avenue  may  already  be  suffering  from  the 
disease  without  knowing  it.  I  have  recently  received  complaints  from  two  residents  of  the  presence  of  mice  in  their  units.  I  have 
attached  photos  of  dead  rat/mouse  to  prove  my  case.  This  has  never  happened  before  and  for  the  first  time  I  had  requested  our  pest 
control  company  for  treatment  and  traps.  Even  roaches  that  can  be  seen  crawling  in  and  around  our  building  are  carriers  of  deadly 
diseases.  These  transients  don't  have  toilets  and  trash  bins  and  because  no  one  is  regulating  the  disposal  of  their  waste  they  discard 
them  in  the  most  unhealthy  way. The  cul-de-sac  area  where  the  planters  are  located  is  probably  serving  as  their  toilet  now  -  who's  to  stop 
them. 


So  please,  we  are  appealing  to  you  and  everyone  out  there  who  can  help  us.  We  will  only  feel  safer  if  Tamarind  Avenue  remains 
tent  free.  Now  that  the  rains  have  stopped,  we  hope  you  can  do  something  to  prevent  it  from  getting  worse  than  it  already  is.
